TOLEDO, 
Spain—Government de- 


fenders of Toledo rallied their weary 
forces Wednesday night for defense 
outside the city, for attack within. 
Reinforcements marched up the road 
toward Torrijos, 18 miles northwest, 
to make a last desperate stand against 
the Fascist-Moorish 
captors of that 


highway town. 


(Dispatches from insurgent head- 


quarters at Talavera said Fascist forces 
had penetrated within a few miles of 
Toledo.) 


Within Toledo the government or- 


dered a supreme effort to kill the last 
remaining insurgents in the wrecked 
Alcazar, so the attackers could be free 
to join their comrades beaten back 
on the Maqueda-Torrijos front. 


Fresh Forces Needed 


A consolidated defense with fresh 


reinforcements alone could save Tole- 
do from falling to the Fascist insur- 
gents, the government leaders feared. 


The scige of the Alcazar was a race 


against lime. 


In response lo a governmental ap- 


peal, volunteers scrambled into the 
ruins of the ancient citadel from all 
sides, and in hitler sallies drove the 
defenders deep down into the dun- 
geons where their families were hud- 
dling. 


It was the 64th day of the siege. 
Occasionally 
bullets of insurgent 


marksmen splattered off the walls of 
buildings near the citadel, showing it 
was still defended. 


Soldiers Reach Interior 


Government leaders asserted some of 


their Assault Gaurds had penetrated 
into the Alcazar's kitchens, stables and 
dining rooms where formerly, as 
cadets, many of their present enemies 
had dined with them. 


During the day the attacks had been 


concentrated on the southeast wing 
of the fortress, the only section still 
fairly intact. 


A government plane "Hedchoppcd" 


by the windows of the fortress, straf- 
ing them with machine gun fire. 


It was announced three persons were 


killed, including two women, in Tues- 
day's insurgent aerial bombardment 
of Toledo, 


Ihe enemy planes flew back over 


the city in the morning, but were driv- 
en off by five government planes.

Cotton Mats Used 


to 'Cure' Concrete 


Speedier and More Eco- 


nomical Than Older 


Highway Method 


NEW YORK—(^—Increasing use of 


cotton mats for "curing" freshly laid 
concrete pavemenl points to the de- 
velopment of a substantial new market 
for cotton, the Cotton Textile Inslilu- 
te slaled Wednesday. 


The inslilute reported thai more than 


89,000 of the mats, used as a substitute 
for burlap "wet earth" or ^burlap- 
ponded" water curing method, have 
been distributed by the Federal Bu- 
reau of Public Roads to various stales 
for service lesls, 


Mosl mats are approximalely 22 feet 


by 6 feet, made of coarse cotlon fabric 
and filled with eight ounces of col- 
lon per square yard. 


A reporl from the Texas Highway 


Department, which has been using 
cotton mats since 1933, said curing by 
this method required only 72 hours 
and was accomplished at a saving of 
from one cent to .4 of a cent per square 
yard, aside from economies from reuse 
of the mats 75 to 100 limes.

MOSCOW— (/P)—Soviet Union citi- 


zens may own their own homes when 
their new constitution goes into effect, 
since provision for protection of pri- 
vate property is one of its most .im- 
portant features. 


Only the "essential" part of housing 


in cities and industrial centers is still 
listed as irrevocable property of • the 
state. Personal ownership of homes' 
and objects of domestic use is to be 
protected by law. 


People cannot buy autos for awhile 


as they arc not yet on public sale,] but 
they can purchase radios, silk dresses 
electrical kitchen gadgets, fur coats 
and such things. The big investment 
—home-building—is to be promoted on 
a large scale. 


Citizens who have money may "buy 


into" co-operative apartment houses 
on a cash basis or by the instalment 
plan. 


O.K.'s Building 


To really understand the importance 


of these commitments it is necessary 
to go back to the time when ^private 
property was nationalized, that is, tak- 
en over by the state. 


True, private ownership of some 


small houses was still permitted and 
later private building of small indi- 
vidual homes was encouraged. But 
always there was the question, "Am ] 
safe in the ownership of this property, 
or is it too, sooner or later, to be taken 
over?" 


The new constilution answers this 


question. In effect, it says, "Go ahead 
with your building. Your home will 
remain yours." 


Not All "Poor" 


Immediately after publicalion of 


this promise an official announcement 
was made that increased government 
aid would be granted to the Soviet 
Housing corporation, which finances 
erection of co-operative 
apartment 


buildings. 


Vice-Premier Vlas Chubar added a 


prediction that there would be at once 
a large increase in home-building. 


The citizens, it musl be explained 


are nol al* "poor," or more precisely 
not all limited to incomes of only two 
or three hundred rubles a month 
There is, just as in any other country 
a "middle" strata, not to use the hated 
word class, which earns double or 
triple that amount. 


Then there is, speaking in "capital- 


istic" terms, the "wealthier" class, in- 
cluding many of the actors and writ- 
ers, whose incomes go well into the 
thousands per month. 


Extends to Farmers 


As a result there are "savers." Ac- 


cording to official figures savings ac- 
counts in the Soviet Union contain a 
total of 2,960,000,000 rubles and over 
400,000 workers have accounts of over 
500 rubles, many of course mounting 
far above that. 


The "essential" part 
of housing 


which is to remain the property of the 
state is not further defined in the 
constitution. It is expected, however, 
to include practically all of the build- 
ings already administered by the gov- 
ernment. 


Provisions for protection of private 


property extend to the country as well 
as the cities. Members of collective 
farms arc permitted to have their own 
homes and their own small plots of 
ground, with enough domestic animals 
and farming implements to maintain 
a family. 


Private ownership and operation ol 


industry will be permitted only in 
cases of co-operatives or small enter- 
prises where the owner does all the 
work. Employment by private own- 
ers is termed exploitation of labor and 
is prohibited by law.

first diagnostic clinic, solely for crip- 
pled children, will be held October 15 
under the direction of the Arkansas 
Crippled Children's; Commission, one 
and only state agency charged with 
the state program for the rehabilita- 
tion and education of crippled chil- 
dren. 


The children of Nevada county are 


being provided help that wiUVbe of 
inestimable value to them. Each child 
will be given expert examination and 
diagnosis by specialists in. the field 
of bone and joint surgery and fpljow- 
ing the clinic, with the parents' con- 
sent, all children who can be helped 
and benefitted will be provided the 
necessary treatment recommended. 


Those eligible for examination are 


crippled children from infancy to 21 
years of age with normal mentality, 
suffering from paralysis of hands, legs 
and bodies, with crooked backs, legs, 
neck, with burns, harelip, or any de- 
formitory or physical handicaps.

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Cold, Hot Packs Useful in Treating Both Nose- 


bleed and "Black Eye"

.The nose, as an organ of the human 


body, has received at least a fair 
share of attention in literature, includ- 
ing medkal literature. It seems to be 
always out in "front where it is. subject 
to a good deal of wear and tear. For 
that reason, nosebleed is a common 
condition, following either a purpose- 
ful "sock." or a collision with a door 
in the dark. 


One of the first steps in stopping a 


nosebleed is to make. the bleeder lie 
jflaf, preferably with his face down. 
' Ice water, or hot water, may be ap- 
plied to the nose, or it may be tem- 
porarily packed with sterile gauze. 


It will not help very much, except 


in distracting the patient's attention, to 
pass a key down his back, make him 
inhale-smoke, put ice on the back of 
Ms neck, or collect spider webs and 
stuff them; into his nose. 


If he has nosebleeds frequently, the 


person concerned should have his 
bloqd examined carefully to determ- 
ine whether something is wrong with 
the blood, *.nere are, of course, in- 
stances in which the blood does not 
clot, or coagulate, easily because of 
deficiencies in some of the blood ele- 


•ments involved in clotting. Some- 
times small blood vessels in. the nose 
may be eroded by an. infection or by 
an injury, and healing will be slow. 


A specialist in nose diseases can look 


directly into the nostrils with suitable 


!hj$ and a mirror, and. leant whether 
isVa. dilated blood vessel, an ulcer,. 


or some other condition which keeps 
the blood vessels from, healing.. It is 
then possible to stop the bleeding by 
applying caustic to the bleeding point. 


These caustics include such materials 
as silver nitrate, or, in some cases, an 
electrically-heated wire. 


Most nosebleeds can be stopped 


merely by keeping the head elevated 
and 
the 
feet 
lowered, 
breathing 


through the mouth, and applying cold 
compresses over the bridge of the nose. 


Another form of hemorrhage which 


demands some attention is bleeding 
into tissues. This occurs particularly 
under the eye, giving the appearance 
that is commonly called "black eye." 
A black eye is a form of bruise. One 
of the first steps in treating it is the 
application to the eye of ice com- 
presses, which help to prevent dis- 
coloration. 


Later, hot compresses may be ap- 


plied to the eye and kept on for a half 
hour, the procedure being repeated 
three times a day. This encourages 
circulation of the blood and hastens 
disappearance of the swelling and dis- 
coloration. 


As with nosebleed, there are many 


superstitious ways of treating black 
eyes, which should not be tried by the 
average person giving first aid. Do 
not apply a slice of raw beefsteak; do 
not try to press the eye with the han- 
dle of a knife, and do not apply any 
string medicines. 


Danger of injury to the eye itself is 


far more serious than either, the men- 
tal or physical discomfort usually as- 
sociated- with black eye. If there .is 
any question as to whether the- eye has 
been injured, a doctor who specializes 
in eye ailments should be consulted 
immediately.

NEW YORK—</P)—It develops now 


that the conquering Yankees are tak- 
ing an inordinate interest in Carl Hub- 
bell, whose long left arm has slowly 
but inexorably pitched the Giants to 
the brink of the World Series. 


Baseball experts say their interest in 


him amounts to a fetish; that he is oil 
they talk about., They scan the sports 
pages for any mention of his name. 
From Gehrig on down to the bat boy 
they want to know what he eats for 
breakfast—and what he tosses to right- 
handed batters! 


Well, if you place any faith in past 


performances, Hubbell—for the Yan- 
kees—*is going to be a most annoying 
fellow. For, in 28 innings of World 
Series and inter-league all-star com- 
petition, the American leguers have 
yet to score their first earned run 
against him. 


Takes Two Series Games 


It was in the 1933 all-star game in 


Chicago that the screw-ballgr from 
Meeker, Okla., gave his American 
league adversaries their first glimpse 
of the old whifferoo. In two innings 
on themound he fanned one and al- 
lowed one hit. 


Two months later, after the Giants 


won the pennant he began the World 
Series by striking out the first three 
Senators to face him. In all Hub 
whiffed 10 batters, and yielded only 
five hits, all singles. The Giants won 
that one, 4 to 2, both Washington tal- 
lies being unearned. 


Three days later, in the fourth game 


of .the series (played in Washington 
with the: livelier and to him unfamiliar 
A.L. ball) Hubbell went 11 innings 
to win' by 2 to 1. Washington's only 
score in this game also Was unearned. 
iCing Cart struck out five and allowed 
eight hits. 
, 


Whiffs Six In Two Innings 


Almost ;'everyone remembers what 


Hub did in the all-star game in 1934. 
He helped himself to everlasting fame 
by striking out six in the first two 
innings—five consecutively, includ- 
ing such celebrated swatsmen as Ruth, 
Gehrig, Foxx, Simmons and Cronin. 
At this point Bill Dickey of the Yanks 
broke the spell with a single to right, 
but Hub came right back and struck 
out Gomez. In three innings that day 
rie struck out six, allowed two hits, 
and no runs. 


Hubbell wasn't available for the 


1935 all-star classic (the day previously 
he pitched a 5-hit shutout against 
Brooklyn), but he was on the firing 
line at the all-star game in Boston this 
year. Following Dizzy Dean to the 
mound, Hubbell took up where he left 
off in '34, and went three innings with- 
out even being threatened. He struck 
out a pair and allowed two hits, both 
singles.

Through necessity, five small Ark- 


ansas schools will present football this 
season plnyecl by G-men teams on un- 
dor-tized gridirons. 


It's an innovation the coaches believe 


will click with the fans. 


Students and townspeople wanted 


football, bul the combined grade and 
high schools had an average attend- 
ance each of only nbout 200 students. 
Squads reporting for practice in pre- 
vious yours numbered between 12 and 
21). Reserves were few. 


Undi-r such conditions, it was highly 


problematical, from cno week-end to 
the next whether there' would bo a 
team on the field at ajl. 


So the football coaches at Crawford- 


ville, Marion, Earl, Tyronza and Le- 
panto got together and evolved a 
scheme to play the game with only six 
men on ;i side—three in the line and 
three in the backfield. 


"It wns the only way we could have 


football iit all," says L. H. Polk, Marion, 
coach. "I have only 14 men out for 
the loam, and it would be impossible 
to put an H-man team on the field 
throughout the entire season. 


"This idea gives us a chance to teach 


thp beys the fundamentals of football 
and at the same time have a wide 
open, fast game that should give the 
poctiitors plenty of action and thrills." 
The fields will be 80x40 yards in- 


stead of the regulation 100x53 yards. 
The scoring system will be the same, 
but a team will be required to make 
15 yards in four tries for a first down 
instead of 10 yards as in regulation 
football. Backfield men on 
offense 


and defense must be three yards be- 
hind the line of scrimmage before the 
ball is snapped. 


"We may have to change the rules 


slightly,, after we have played several 
games." Folk explains. "It is more or 
less an experiment, but I. believe it's 
here to stay." 


Polk, after several days of drilling 


his small squad, is still puzzled over 
building a defense. 


"It will be an open game," he points 


out, "and there will be less of the type 
of body blocking seen in the regular 
games. That will eliminate the danger 
of injuries almost entirely, with no pil- 
ing upon line plays. 


"It's hard to stop the offense with 


only three men in the line. There'll 
bo plenty of touchdowns."'

New York Giants' pitching master, 
Carl Hubbell, completed the best rec- 
ord in the major leagues in two years 
Wednesday 
by 
achieving his

straght win, a 5-to-4 decision over the 
Phillies. 


Hubbell's victory streak was the 


first 16-gamc rim in the big time 
since Schoolboy Rowo pitched tho 
Tigers into the American League pen- 
tuint in 1934. It was Hubbell's 2Glh 
win of the season against six defeats. 


He was master of the Phils through 


seven innings, but in the eights an4 
ninth got into enough trouble to put 
his streak on the fire until Travis- 
Jackson throw out Jose Gomez for the 
final out. 


The Phils scored three runs in the 


eights, Dolph Caniilli hit a homer in 
the ninth, and the Phils had a man 
on base with only one out in the final 
frame, to give Hubbell the most trou- 
ble since his streak began in mid-July. 
But the Giants had staked him to a 
five-run lead through the first seven 
innings. 


Dick Bnrtell's double and Jim Rip- 


ple's single brought in one run in the 
first; Mel Ott's triple and Ripple's base 
hit added another in the third; Travis 
Jackson's two bagger, Joe Moore's sin- 
gle and Ripple's long fly produced two 
more in the fourth, belting Pete Sivess, 
the Phils' starting pitcher out of the 
game. The last run came in the sev- 
enth off Orville Jorgens. Gus Man- 
cuso doubling and Burgess Whitehead 
singled him home.

Mussolini, Hitler and Sta- 


lin Are Models of Per- 


sonal Self-Denial

Benito Mussolini exercises not so 


much to develop energy as to bum it 
up. 


Italy's sun-bronzed dictator, prob-> 


ably the world's most athletic ruler, 
thrives on 
physical 
exertion—fast, 


violent and dangerous. It's an escape 
valve for him. 


Likes to Swim 


His intense athletic activity is in 


marked contrast to the more cloister- 
ed, sedentary habits of Adolf Hitler of. 
Germany and Joseph Stalin of Russia; 
who, 
like himself, control large na- 


tions virtually single-handed. 


Whenevere he is in Rome, Mussolini 


starts his day with a vigorous horse- 
back ride. In the summer, when heat- 
laden winds stifle the energies of his 
countrymen, he substitutes a swim and 
a run on the beach, and often works 
under the sun on his Mediterranean 
estate until noon. 


He delights in skiing, motorcycling, 


speeclboating, flying and motoring—all 
at breakneck speed. Milder sports hold 
little attraction for him; he never has 
taken up tennis or golf. 


Leads Plain Life 


His morning canter is his only set 


health rule. He abstains, however, 
from strong drinks, eats plenty of 
simple foods, drinks a little wine, and 
goes to bed early. 


As a young man, he gained a repu- 


tation for being able to work long 
hours on little, irregular sleep. Now, 
a grandfather, he relaxes more regu- 
larly, but his capacity for work seems 
undiminished. 


Hitler a Vegetarian 


The 46-year-old Hitler never varies 


his simple, self-denying rules of liv- 
ing: a strict vegetarian diet, short but 
deep sleep, and long walks. 


Alcohol and tobacco arc taboo. In 


his earlier years he sipped an occa- 
sional stein of Bavarian beer, but 
discovering that his mind was clearer 
without alcohol, he became a tee- 
totaler. 


He never cats meat. His breakfast 


consists of a glass of milk and several 
slices of coarse, peasant bread. Green 
and fresh vegetables are plentiful in 
other meals.

Mus- 
solini, as a fan for American films, is 
virtually Italy's 
movie censor. He 


sees the pictures privately long before 
they reach the theaters, and if he 
disapproves, they do not appear. 


Like the Italian and German dic- 


tators, Joseph Stalin is known as one 
of the hardest workers in his country. 


Sometimes he uses three shifts of sec- 
retaries during an 18-hour day. 


He has spurned frequent advice to 


take periodic rests. As far as the 
public is aware, driving his own auto- 
mobile is his only outdoor diversion. 
He likes to exchange seats with his 
chauffeur for spins over the country- 
side near Moscow.
